| NasSHVLLE, Sept. 18.—After a great deal 


our Jate Governor, Joseph E. Brown, seems! of mysterious consultation and discussion, 


‘running through a couple of weeks past. 
the State Democratic Executive Commit- 
tee has issued an address to the people of 
the State which will appear to-morrew 
morning. Thedelay in bringing out the 
address was caused by acontflict of opinion 
in the committee on the negro suffrage 
question. At last, however, the African 
bull has teen taken by the horns, and col- 
ored suffrage is squarely recognzed and 
tacitly in‘orsed in a qualified way. On 
this point the address contains the tollow- 
ing language: 

Accepting tacts as we find them—recog- 
nizing inevitable truths as they exist-—— 
blinded by no prejudice of the dead past 
to the obscurity and detriment of our true 
interests in the living present — unbiased 
by passion—obeying the dictates of reason 
rather than of impulse, with courage to be 
just that our quarrel be thrice a:med—act- 
ing honestly up to the avowed princ:ples 
of our party, that there shall be no taxa- 
tion without representation, let it be uni- 
versally proclaimed throughout the Demo 
cratic party in Tennessee, rank and file. 
front and rear, that no colored citizen of 
the State. uniting with us in the overthrow 
of a common tyranny, and in the redemp- 
tion of our noble State. shall be disturbed 
in any of his vested rights if. through his 
ayency, our own rights should be restored 
to us, 

With this distinct and unequivocal 
pledge to the people, through whom and 
with whom We can alone expect to tri- 
umph over the common oppressor, there 
can be no shadow of doubt asto the tri- 
umph and result of our combined action. 

Our own interests and those of the col- 
ored citizens being mutual. and the Inter- 
ests of the Radical adventurers being dia- 
metrically opposed to both, this course 
upon our part is demanded by every con- 
sideration of party expediency, common 
gratitude, justice and right. 

A vigorous canvass to secure thecolored 
vote will now be entered into, and the 
chances are, judging from the beginning 
already made, that a considerable percent- 
age of the negro vote will be secured to 
the Democracy.

FROM WASHINGTON 
Soecial to Tax CONTITUTION. | 

ALBANY, Ga., September 8f.—The following are 
the facts in regard to the affray at Camilla, Mitch- 
ell county. on Saturday last, between the citizens 
and a large body of negroes, led by W. P. Pierce, 
Republican candidate fer ss, John Murphy, 
F. F. Putney (white), and Philip Joiner late State 
(colored ) Representative of Dougherty: 

It appears by statements of citizens of the above 
county, that posters had been placed at different 
points in the coanty, and runners sent out, notify- 
ing the negroes that, on Saturday, September 19th, 
there would be a Republican mass meeting at Ca-_ 
milla, and for them all tocome, and if they did 
come, to be prepared for any emergency. 
On Friday night and Saturday morning the ne- 
groes commenced’ gathering, and. beaded by 
Murphy. Pierce. and a band of negroes, with ffes 
and drums, moved towards Camilla, nearly all 
armed. Atevery plantation new recrui's 
them, likewise armed with muskets aud shot 
guns, and weretold by Pierce to follow himand . 
he would lead them to Camilla, fuss or no fuse, 
showing thathe fully understood the matter and 
went there for no otber purpose than to create a 
dis turbance. As there are very few negroes re- 
siding in or around Camilla, this motly crowd, to 
the number of two hundred, arrived within about 
three miles of Camilla about1P M.. and were there 
met by a white man who told them they had bet- 
ter not go into town armed, as it was Ir violation 
of tie Governor's prolcamation, and would create 
a disturvance. They paid no attention, whatever, 
tohis warning, aad some of them made the re- 
mark. ~ That's what we come for." 

About a mile from town they were met by a depu- 
tation of the best and most prominent citizens of 
the place, headed by the Serif, who advised them 
very urgeatiy not to go into town armed, as it 
would cause trouble, but if they would stack their 
arms and come in they might speak as long as 
they wished, (Chey refusai to do anything of the 
kind or listen to any advice and the committee 
remained with them until they were near towa, 
vainly endeavoring to prevail on them 
not to go forward armed, but Murphy 
said he had been refused permission 
to speak atsome g- ntlemans’ plantation, and that 
the court house was the proper piace, and there he 
should go, and the negroes all set up a wild yell 
and said they would fo'low him, regardless of 
consequences, On entering the town, Pierce and 
Putney were in adv nce, in a buggy, and pro- 
ceeded at once tothe court honse—the fife and 
drum band in a large wagon filled full of negro 
men and women following, and hilting near Mr. 
Cox’s store, where a white man again met them 
armed with a shot-gua, and un ‘er the influeace 
of liquor. He told them to stop playing, aud 
when they refused, fired his gun into the ground 
about five paces in front of him. The echoef 
his gun had hardly died away when, as if by a 
preconcerted arrangement, the whole number 
of negroes that were armed, amounting to over a 
hundred, poured a4 volley into the small number 
of white men present. seriously wounding three, 
and slightly wounding several others The whites, 
who numbered but tweaty that had arms, return- 
ed the Gre, and the negroes broke for the woods 
in all directions, Pierce after them and endeavor- 
ing to rally the negroes an‘ make them tight, but 
failing, he also fled to the woods, and was pressed
